THE DREAD ScOURGES. 


INDIFFERENCE TO DANGER AT QUEBEC— 
DEATHS AT MONTREAL—DIPHTHERIA IN 
PENNSYLVANIA—THE CHOLERA IN ITALY 
AND SPAIN. 

QueBec, Oct. 15.—[Special.|—-The authori- 
ties of this city appear to be following the 
example of the Montreakauthorities in negiect- 
ing proper precautions to shut out the small- 
pox. Instead of takimg energetic measures to 
prevent the introduction of the disease into the 
city or to stamp it out should it show itself, it 
would appear as if they were waiting until the 
loathsome disease actually obtained a good 
start before making the necessary arrange- 
ments to fight it. Mayor Langlier bas publicly 
deciared the Provincial Board of Health uncon- 
stitutional, and the City Council has not 
appointed a local Board of Health. As a result 
the medical officers and examining physicians 
are greatly hampered in their work. The 
grand jury, in their final presentment, protest 
against the criminal negligence of the autbori- 
ties. The citizens are greatly alarmed over 
the situation, but no further cases than those 
in Sault au Matolet street have been reported. 

A local board of health will be gazetted here 
tomorrow by the Provisional Government, as 
no acuon has been taken by Mayor Langelier 
or the corporation to appoint a board. The 
corporation will now have the pleasure of 
looking on at the Government Board and foot- 
ing their bilis. 

MONTREAL, Que., Oct. 15.—Official returns 
show that there were forty-one deaths from 
smali-pox inthis city yesterday, eight in St. 
Cunegonde, five in St. Henri, five in St. Jean 
Baptiste, one in St. Gabriel, and two in Hoche- 


laga. 

MONTREAL, Que., Oct. 15.—A statement pre- 
pared by the Health Department shows that 
280 persons died here from small-pox during 
the week ended Friday last. Of these 263 were 
French-Canadians; 195 were children under 
5 years of age, apd 53 were between 5 and 10 
years. 

PrrTsBuRG, Pa., Oct. 15.—A nittanning (Pa.) 
special reports the diphtheria and typhoid- 
fever raging with great severity in that piace. 
While many cases are kept concedied, it is 
known that nearly 100 persons are down with 
one of these diseases, and the fatalities are. 
very numerous, there having been fifteen 
deaths within the last ten days. In several 
instances whole families have been stricken 
down. Every precaution is being taken to pre- 
vent a spread of the disease. 

Detrrort, Mich., Oct. 15.—It has been discov- 
ered that forged vaccivanon certificates have 
been used by persons coming from Montreal. 
It is not kuown to what extent the forgery has 
been tried. | 

A Menominee special says: There are at 
least twenty cases of smail-poxin Marinette, 
Wis., the disease having been brought there 
by a Montreal citizen. Four deaths have 
already occurred and many persons have been 
exposed. 

Rome, Oct. 15.—Fifty-one new cases of 
cholera and thirty-five deaths were reported

JUDGE FORAKER—SOME REASONS GIVEN. 

Judge Foraker was compelled to vacate bis 
office and seek a secluded place where be could 
pay some attention to the mass of his corre- 
pondence which has accumulated during the 
last three days. Among the men who sent him 
telegrams of congratulation reeeived today 
are the following: Andrew D. White, Birming- 
ham, England; United States Senators Mahone 
and Aldrich; John 8. Wise, Virginia; John J. 
Gilbert, New York; Chester 8. Cole, Cha'rman 
of the New York State Republican Committee; 
J. H. Manley, Augusta, Me.; John R. Lynch, 
Mississippi: Gov. Morely, Oregon; and Ira M. 
Davenport, Republican candidate for Governor 
in New York. 

Judge Foraker, being asked what he regara- 
ed as the leading motives that led to the result 
in Obio, said: First, the Republicans re- 
garded it important that a decisive oxpression 
should be given at the first election after the 
beginning of a Democratic National Adminis- 
tration.

; BOODLE-GANG RASCALITY. 

CoutumBus, O., Oct. 15.—|Special.}—The big- 
gest game of attempted political grand larceny 
ever broached in Ohio or any other State is 
now going on, with Columbus the head of 
the Democratic boodle gang. The stake is the 
United States Senatorship. As stated last night 
in these dispatches, the Republican State Com- 
mittee received positive assurances of the elec 
tion of fifty-nine members of the Lower House, 
not counting a single one of the ten in Humil- 
ton County, and seventeen Senators, leav- 
ing out the four in the same county. 
Last night telegrams were sent by 
John R. McLean to Chairman Powell 
instructing him to claim the election of 
Cole in Stark, Hicks in Lucas, Young in 
Franklin, and Smith in Hardin, reducing the 
Republican strength to fifty-six in the House. 
This game was based on the promise that the 
whole delegation of fourteen in Hamilton 
County would be returned for the Democrats. 
The official vote of Hardin was declared today, 
giving Ingham, Republican, a majority of 
twenty-two votes. Men were sent by McLean 
to Massillon to manipulate the returns for Coie 
when the official count is made tomorrow: to 
Toledo in behalf of Hicks; while Mo- 
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the power of boodle in Ohio politics is almost 
omnipotent. The scheme was fully developed 
bere today, and Chairman Bushnell seriously 
contemplated advising the calling of indigna- 
tion meetings throughout the State in order to 
head off the rascality, but the official vote 
must be disciosed tomorrow, and it is too late 
to move in that direction.

THE REVENUE COMMISSION. 

At the meeting of the Revenue Commission 
today Mr, Thomas presented the following 
resolution, which was discussed at some length 
and was laid over for future consideration: 


Resolved, That the following ns be adopted 
as part of the revenne code in lieu of all those re- 
lating to taxation of oapital stock of corporations: 

BECO, —. The stockholders of every corporation in 
this State, including National banks and excluding 
railroad companies, sleeping- car companies, tele- 
graph companies, telephone companies, insurance 
companies, and express companies, shall be as- 
sessed and taxed on the value of their shares of 
stock, in the county, town, city, village, or district 
where the principal office of such corporation Is 
located or kept, and not elsewhere, whether such 
stockholders reside in such place or pot. 

Sec. —. The taxable valve of such shares 
shall be determined by first ascertaining the fair 
value of al! the shares of stock of the corporation, 
from evidence furnished by statements herein- 
after provided for, or from actual bona Side sales, 
or such other evidence as the Assessor may 
collect, and deducting from such fair valve the es- 
sessed value, as fixed by the last assessment, of al] 
the tangible property of such corporation in this 
State over and above the incumbrance and liens 
thereon, whether created by mortgage, deed of 
trust, judgment, decree, or otherwise, except in- 
cumbrance on liens issued to stockholders without 
adequate valuadle consideration. and the aggregate 
value of all such shares so ascertained shall be 
divided by the number of shares, and the quotient 
shall be the taxable value of each of said shares; 
and ne other deduction except that above named 
shall be made or allowed upon any account what- 
ever, and when nothing has been paid into the 
corporation on such shares and bas no tangible 
property in this State assessed in pursuance of 
law they shall not be valued at lees thay 10 per 
cent of their par value. | 

Every such corporation. shell, between the first 
and last day of January of each year, make and de- 
liver to the County Assessor of the county in 
which such corporation bas its principal office a 
statement in writing setting forth, first, the name

stockholders, and the amount of value aliosted te 
each; eleventh, the amount of cash, if any, paid 
by the stockholders to the corporation for any 
such bonds, stock, or other property; twelfth, the 
amount oF distrifutions during the preceding five 
years of bonds, stock or other property of any 
kind whatever, amongst the stockholders and the 
amount or value allotted to each; thirteenth, tae 
amount of cash, if any, paid by tne stockholders to 
the corporation for any such bonds, stock or other

gwer for the crime of murder. All this and much 
more in violation of their oaths, yet under the 
forms of law. 

This willingness on their part to act as the pro- 
tectors of criminals has increased until it has de- 
come apparently the object of the controlling ele- 
ment of nearly every grand jury chosen by our 


Board of County Commissioners, and stands like a 


wall against all of our efforts further to convict 
pallot-box criminals. : 

The financial affairs of our county are in almost 
an equally bad condition. Contracts are being made 
by our County Board involving the expenditure of 
thousands and thousands of dollars to be raised by 
further taxation, and the treasury is now practically 


, bankrupt from past reckless expenditures. 


The details of this state of things will be given 
at the proposed meeting, and we earnestly request 


pe: you to consider whether it is not your duty asa 


good citizen to be present and join in an effort to 
discover a remedy. 

The Chairman stated that the object of the 
meeting was to consider what steps could be 
taken to purify the grand-jury system, or at 
jeast prevent the appointment of such out- 
rageous grand juries as had been drawn for a 
jong time by the County Board. On account 
of the small attendance, however, he suggested 

adjournment until a larger number could be 
— together. Mr. Grant said he nad ex~ 
pected to get some information about the sub- 
ject for which the meeting had been called, and 
even if nothing else were accomplished that 
would be sufficient. Mr. Day then explained 
that the Committee of Public Safety had at the 
last spring election secured evidence against a 
great many persons for fraudulent voting, but 
since that time there bad been no grand jury 
beiore which they bad dared to bring that evi 
dence. Every grand jury had contained so many 
that any attempt to 
an indictment would have been futile. 
complainants could not be brought before 
the police courts, as these had no power to 
compel the attendance of witnesses. He read 
a letter from Mr. I. P. Rumsey, stating that his 
connection with the Citizens’ League had 
proved to him the difficulty of securing indict- 
ments for vioiations of the liquor laws and 
furnished evidence of the corruption of the 
grand juries. He then read some of the names 
of members of the present grand jury as char- 
acterized in Wednesday’s Trisune.

& well-understood plan on the part of the ma- 
jority of every grand jury to refuse to indict 
anybody guilty of selling liquor to minors or 
of fraud at an elecnon. ‘Or course I cannot 
prove these things,“ said Gen. Stiles. There 
are a great many things true that cannot be

that every ordinance passed by the City Coun- 
cil giving a railroed company the right to cross 
Streets and tear Gown bouses has been bought.

JOE MACKIN’S CASE. 


IT IS TO BE ADVANCED ON THE SUPREME 
COURT DOCKET—WHAT HIS ATTORNEYS 


CLAIM UNDER THE FIFTH AMENDMENT) 


» TO THE CONSTITUTION. 
WasuineTon, D. C., Oct. 15.—[Special.]—The 


balf of Mr. Mackin by Mr. William Dickson, a 
prominent District Democrat, to ascertain 
what the status of the case is. An attorney 
has been employed to attempt to induce the 
Department of Justice, in the name of the 
United States, to request the advancement of 
the case. What success will attend such an 
effort cannot, of course, be predicted. The 
dase comes up from the United 
States Oircuit Court at Chicago upon 
a certificate of division of opinion 


between Judges Gresham and Harlan. The 
question upon which the United States Su- 
preme Court will be cailed upon to pass is 
whether it is proper to proceed against a per- 
son foran infamous crime under the process 
of information and with a presentment and. 
an indictment by .a grand jury, as it is claimed 
is required by the fifth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States. Mackin’s 
attorneys have claimed, and of course, will 
ciaim before the court here, that he could not 
be constitutionally sentenced for aa infamous 
crime by the process of information. At the 
time Mackin was sentenced a case was 
pending in the United States Supreme Court 
which involved that question. That case has 
since been decided, If the Mackin case, which 

it is claimed is parallel with it, is construed as 
Mackin’s lawyers have insisted that it will be, 

the decision will have a very important bear- 
ing upon bis case. The opinion of the court, 

which was delivered in the matter of James 8. 

Wilson in a petition for a writ of habeas cor 
pus, was unanimous. Tue point of it was that 
a person senteuced to imprisonment for an in- 
famous crime without having been present- 
ed or indicted by a grand jury, as 
is provided by the fifth amendment to 
the Constitution of the United Ststes, 

is entitled to be discharged on a writgof habeas 
corpus; that a crime punishable by imprison- 
ment for a term of years at hard labor is an 
infamous Crime within the provisions of the 
fifth amendment to the Constitution, that no 
person shall be heid to answer for a capital or 
otherwise infamous crime unless on the pre- 
sentment or indictment of a grand jury.” The 
court in this case said: 

Imprisonment at hard labor, compulsory and 
unpaid, is, in the strongest sense of the words, 
“involuntary servitude for erime,“ spoken of in 
the provision of the ordinance of 1787, and of the 
thirteenth amendment of the Constitution, by 
whieh all other slavery was abolished. Deciding 
nothing beyond what is required by the facts of 
the ease before us, our judgment is that a crime 
punishable by imprisonment for a term of years at 
hard labor is an infamous crime within the mean- 
ing of the fifth amendment to the Constitution, and 
that the District Court, in helding the petitioner to 
answer for such a crime and 


on a writ of habeas corpus unless it shall ap- 
pear that be was not sentenced to hard labor. 
The unanimity of the court in aecidimg the 
Wilson case is said to be due to the fact that a 
great laxity of practice bas grown up, and toa 
desire to rebuke District-Attorneys who, instead 
of collecting evidence which would form an 
adequate basis for an indictment, chose tne 
much easier process by information.

MR. PENCE ON THE BANKRUPT LAW. 

Mr. A. M. Pence opened the talk, speaking 
substantially as followe: 

England has had a bankrupt law upon her 
statute books continuously from the time of 
Henry VIII. This fact is the ampiest testi- 
mony to the need felt throughout the commer- 


‘cial world for such legal enactments, In the 


United States all attempts to regulate matters. 
of bankruptcy by Federal legisiation have been 
transient except the act of 1867, which 
remained upon the statute books for eleven 
years. That act was framed after careful 
study of the working of the English system, 
and when in 1869 the English law was thor- 
oughly revised, the two countries had much 
the same experience. Both laws broke down 
at the same point. The object of a bankrupt 
act should be to promote commercial morality 
rather than to give insolvents a new start.. In- 
solvency rarely comes suddenly; its shadow 
runs before it, and a man continuing in busi- 
ness after he knows himself to be insolvent 
should be made to suffer for it. 

There was much in the law of 1867 that was 
good, and by judidious amendment tt might 
have been made to work admirably. Its chief 
fault originally was the license it gave a bank- 
rupt to obtain his discharge even though his 
assets paid no dividend at all. Such a possibil- 
ity necessarily encouraged reckiesness and dis- 
honesty. An amendment of July 27, 1868, ac- 
cordingly required -a bankrupt to pay 50 per 
cent upon his indebtedness in order to obtain 
bis discharge. Thus the «law stood 
until June 22, 1874, working not un- 
satisfactorily, when by some vicious 
lation the statute was suddenly killed. Con- 
gress provided that a man might, in case of a 
voluntary assignment, be discharged by pay- 
ing 30 per cent, while if thrown into involuntary 
bankruptcy he obtained his discharge even 
though he paid notbing. The result might bave 
been foreseen. Noone, unless superbly honest, 
would make a voluntary assignment, knowing, 
as he must, that by continuing in business and 


| diminishing his assets he would still obtain his 


discharge with perfect ease when bis creditors 
were at last forced to close him out. The law 
offered a premium for dishonesty.

No dischar#e can 
be had if the bankrupt bas continued in trade 
knowing his insolvency, or bas contracted 
debts without expecting to be able to pay them, 
or has been guilty of rash speculation or ex- 
travagance, or bas delayed his credito\s by 
frivoious defenses, or has been suilty.’of a 
fraudulent breach of trust, or been previously 
adjudged abankrupt. Under this system it 
has been found that 50 per cent of the bank- 
ruptcies are prevented,

Another result to 80 secured by a Re- 
publican Legislature will be the passage of a 


real registry law by which honest voters in 


the cities will be protected in their rights. 
The disgraceful Myers and McLean gangs of 
Democratic heelers will be smashed. The 
amount of fraudulent voting done by the help 
of these gangs in Cincinnati last Tuesday has 
never been surpassed, and the police force of 
course lent their aid in carrying out the 
frands and trickeries. Last fall Republicans 
were arrested and confined until after the 
election was over. It would not do to repeat 
that trick; so this time the inmates 
of jails and workhouses were released and 
voted. All the machinery of fraudulent 
voting was placed in operation, and the regis- 
try was set at open defiance, Even the 
shameless tricks of the Chicago gang were 
outdone. In one precinct alone Hoadly and 
the Democratic county ticket were given 926 
votes, although there were but 720 names on 
the register, showing that over 250 illegal 
Democratic votes were cast. In two or 
three precincts, where no Republican judges 
or clerks were allowed, the law was openly 
violated and no registration books were used 
atall. In this manner the gang added three 
or four thousand illegal votes to the Demo- 
cratic total, and prevented the Republicans 
from sweeping Hamilton County by a large 
majority. Under the registration law which 
by a Republican Legislature 
these frauds will be made impossible, and 
the powers of the gangs will be broken in

mont of laws. With unlimited power in the 
hands of a partisan police board honest elec- 
tions are impossible, and the strongest of 
election laws would be in vain so long as it 
is in the power of corrupt police boards to 
tamper with them and prevent their enforce- 


ment, The only protection honest voters can 


have lies in the wiping out of these boards, 
which set all other authority at defiance and 
manage elections in fhe interests of partisan 
success, without regard to honest methods. 
In a word, a Republican Legislature means 
an honest representation in Congress, an 
honest system of elections all over the State, 
and an honest vote, which naturally implies 
Republican success. 


WILL THERE BE A BOOM? 

Now that we are sure there has been an 
improvement in trade it is well to inquire 
how much the business of the country is to 
expand and how much of the speculative ele- 
ment there is to be in it. Some of the more 
enthusiastic bulls point to the phenomena of 
187981, and quote the well-worn saying, 
History repeats itself; but there are rea- 
sons for believing that we are to fare better 
than we did then. The country is not to be 
congratulated if we are to have such a period 
of wild speculation, inflation of prices, and 
subsequent collapse as it had from 
1879 to the summer of 1884. Never 
before were the people so permeated 
with the speculative mania, never were 
the temptations to excess so great, and 
never was there such a record of fraud and 
breach of trust. The War had thrown every- 
thing out of adjustment, While it was in 
progress the fields and mills were made to 
produce for a people who were consuming by 
fire and sword as well as by the ordinary 
processes, and the rate of consumption at 
that time was therefore no measure of the 
requirements of the Nation in a normal con- 
dition of affairs, When peace came the 
country had to feel its way toward a proper 
relation between supply and demand, The 
problem was greatly complicated by the dit- 
fereuce between the value of the geld and 
the paper dollar. 

Then came resumption and with it an enor- 
mous increase in the quantity of money in 
circulation by the release of the gold that had 
been hearded in the banks and the importa- 
tions trom Europe. It was a metallic cur- 
reney, ta be sure, and therefore free from 
the worst evils of inflation, but it none the 


against it. As for the bank-notes, the tend- 
ency is constantly to reduce their volume 
on account of the high price of Government 
bonds and the tax on circulation. Of silver 
dollars we have not a large number—less 


than four per head of population—and itis | 


likely enough that even the increase of this 
coin will be stopped soon. There is, then, 
every probability of stability in our currency 
at about its present volume. This is a 
premise of the first importance in consider- 
ing whether there is to be an undue stimula- 
tion of trade. 

It remains to ask it there is anything in the 
present situation which threatens such a mis- 
fortune. Great railroad schemes which will 
bring in a large number of investors are not 
to be thought of. Holders of railroad securi- 
ties are too sore over their losses. As for 
manufacturing companies, the reduction of 
dividends and the quantity of machinery still 
idle present too vivid a picture to the public. 
For general land speculation the day has 
gone by. It is likely, however, that real 
estate in its. various forms will attract some 
speculative attention, since holders of it have 
not been so badly bitten as buyers of stocks 
and bonds, Operations in real estate are, 
however, usually confined to persons of con- 
siderable means, and any disaster in that line 
affécts only a comparatively limited number 
of people. It is to be noted that the most 
important recent investments of foreign cap- 
ital in this country—and to a large extent 
home investments—have taken such forms 
that they are not likely to be handled in the 
way of stocks and bonds by many men not 
familiar with the business. The cattle 
ranches are a good illustration. 

We look in vain for anything promising a 
wild speculation or an unwholesome infla- 
tion ot prices. We may expect a gradual 
increase of trade, When it appears to the 
outside world that our affairs are actually in 
good shape there will be an increase in im- 
migration. On that and the natural in- 
crease in our population and capital we are 
to count for further expansion in traffic, but 
a boom we may hope to escape. 


GEN. GRANT ON BRILISH LNSTITU- 
TIONS. 

The Londen Morning Post prints the fol- 
lowing in reference to Gen. Grant’s views of 
certain British institutions: 

An important Conservative gathering took 
place Saturday in the grounds of Clink Castile, 
Denbighshire. Sir Theodore Muriin spoke. He 
said be had grown to be an old man before 
taking any active interest in politica, but when 
be saw the institutions which nad made En- 
giand a great and envied empire in danger of 
being destroyed he felt it his duty to raise bis 
voice in protest. It was of these institutions 


that Gen. Grunt gad to him at the only inter. 


tutions of Engiand. We would give our ears 
to have such institutions in America, and you 
are triff with tem.“ That remark was 
made to him by Gen. Grant, who had been 
President of America. [Applause] He never 
mentioned it before in public; as while Gen. 
Grant was alive it might have recoiled upon 
bim, but it was important that it should be 
known. (Hear, bear.}] Many other bighly- 
educated Americans had told him the same 
thing im almost the same words. 


This statement is rather vague, and does 
not indicate. just what Gen. Grant had in 
mind when talking with Sir Theodore Mar- 
tin, Gen. Grant was a thorough American, 
and it is impossible to believe that he ex- 
pressed any admiration of the aristocratic 
or monarchial features of the British Consti- 
tution. “ He was not, however, narrow- 
minded or bigoted in his attachment toa 
republican form of government, but was 
quite capable of appreciating points of ex- 
cellence in any other system. Nor did he 

ver hesitate to point out and condemn any- 
ing in the governmental system of the 
United States which he thought to be wrong. 
Sir Theodore Martin should indicate definitly 
the particular feature of the British system 
which Gen. Grant so strongly approved, 

Sir Theodore says that other highly-edu- 
cated Americans told him the same thing in 
almost the same words.” This would seem 
to indicate that the flexible character of the 
British system whereby the government is 
made to respond at once to the popular will 
might have been the subject under di 
sion. A greatmany Americans think the 
British system superior in this respect, The 
administrative branch of the government is 
kept in harmony with the Lower House of 
Parliament, which is the immediate repre 
sentative of the people, and deadlocks, such 
as frequently occur in this country between 
the legislative and executive branches, are 
impossible. Many Americans think the lack 
of harmony and codrdination between these 
branches of the government in the American 
system a serious evil, and they are according- 
ly tree to declare their preference for the En- 
glish method of keeping the Ministry under 
the control of the Commons, 

Another feature of government in England 
which may well excite emulation in the 
United States is the superior adminisira- 
tion of justice in the courts, The State of 
New York alone has more courts and 
Judges than all England. The people of this 
country expend vastly more than the English 
in the pursuit of justice; and the results 
reached are far from satisfactory. It is a rare 
thing in England for notoriously guilty erim- 
mals te be set free on account of ridicu- 
lous technicalities and quibbles, Trials are 
speedy and justice is promptly administered. 
Such a thing as the rising ef a mob to exe- 
cute a criminal who had been svt free by the 
courts is unknown in England. Lynch-law

The new play. “Prince an,“ which was 
produced at the Columbia last sight, was not. a 
success, simply because earnestness and fin- 
ished art on the part of Mme, Modjeska were 
not alone sufficient to give life to scenes of 
morbid and exaggerated sentimentality. It 
was not her fault that the translation 
lacked dramatic point and freshness, and 
neither was she to  Diame because 
several members of the company were 
inadequate to the situations with which she so 
powerfully grappled.

He said 
in no wise did be consider the South Pennsyl- 
vania a.competitor of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road proper. For nearly 200 miles from Newville, 
be said, to far beyond Somerest, taking all the 
inhabitants for a mile back on each side of the 
road, there are not enough to make a village 
of 10,000 people, including the towns of Bed- 
ford and Somerset. There is no trade there to 
compete for. “I understand that is the only 
portion of the road upon which any money has 
deen spent. I wishtosay further, that instead 
of the grades being lighter than those of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad they are.a great deal 
heavier. On the western slope of the mount- 
ain the grade of the Pennsylvania Railroad is 
fifty-two feet per mile, while that of the 
South Pennsyivania is 109 feet. 
The South Pennsylvania on the 
east side of the mountains has what is called 
a chopping or undulating grade, clear down 
with the Cumberland Valley. While shorter 
by being more direct, the South Peunsylvania, 
by reason of the equation of grades, is really 
thirty miles longer. Iam free to say, as an 

engineer, that traffic cannot be moved op that 
line as cheaply as it can on the Penusylvania 
Road. In other words, it is about as easy to 
go around the edge of a bucket as climb over 
it. Lalways claimed that a hne cannot be 
drawn in Pennsylvania much less competitive 
to our road than the South Penusyivania 
had been drawn. The oniy manner in 
which this road could become injurious 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad was by 
its affiliation with other lines East and West. 
It could very readily become a natural feeder 
to the Pennsylvania Koad, but not a competi- 
tor.“ The reason he bad involved his com- 
pany in an outlay of $5,600,000 was that he 
wanted to get out of the way and remove a dis- 
turbing element in the trunk-line business. 
Whenever the West Shore was talked about he 
always maintained that it was useless for the 
New York Central to assume control of the 


West Shore line unless the South Pennsylvania 


was disposed of. The competition arising

HOW THE CHIEF-JUSTICE OF NEW MEXICO | 
HAPPENED TO BE SUSPENDED—FISH- 
BACK’S COMPLAINT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 15.—[Special.|— 
William P. Fishback, Commissioner of the 
United States for the district, claims to have 
been potent in securing the suspension from 
duty of William A. Vincent, Chief-Justice of 
the Supreme Court of New Mexico. Mr. Fish- 
back has a brother-in-law in New Mexico, the 
titie to whose land was threatened by the 
famous alleged Maxell land-grant fraud. He 
has been interesting himself on behalt of his 
relative in the litigation that is imminent. in 
that case, and recently paid a visit tothe Ter- 
ritory. While there he learned of the appoint- 
ment of Stephen W. Dorsey by Judge Vincent 
as commissioner to select the grand and petit 
jurors for his court. Mr. Fishback at once 
wrote to the Department of Justice protesting 
against this appointment, calling attention to 
the fact that Dorsey's connection with 


the Maxwell land-grant case and other 
cases of alleged fraudulent land entries 
was indicated in the report of a spe- 
cial agent who had investigated the same, 
and insisting that Dorsey was not a fit man to 
select the juries that must try those cases. The 
result of his protest was made known yester- 
day, when the tact of Vincent’s suspension 
was given to the press. 

SANTA Fr, N. M., Oct. 15.—[Special.]—Uni- 
versal surprise is expressed at the suspension 
of Judge Vincent.

Seeberger received a communication from the 
Civil-Service Commission at Washington which 
is of rare interest to a number of applicants 
for official favor, inasmuch as it restricts the 
number of appointments. It has heretofore 
been supposed that the Collector had a right to 
appoint at least a dozen more empioyés than 
the commission now decides. The following 
are the positions held to be protected by the 
Civil-Service Commission: Auditor, weigher 
and assistant, gager and assistant, cigar in- 
spector and assistant; tea examiner and assist- 
ant, and all storekeepers. This announcement 
will fairly take the breath away of dozens of 
small-fry officeseekers. Mr. Seeberger was ip 
doubt about some of the positions, and when 
he applied for a ruling the above came in re- 
sponse. 

A CUSTODIAN APPOINTED. 

Collector of Internal Revenue Stone made 
one appointment yesterday—that of J. T. 
Moran to succeed R. H. Campbell as Custodian 
of the Government Building. Mr. Moran is a 
nephew of Judge Moran and bas been em- 
ployed in the Building Department of the City- 
Hall. Mr. Campbell was appointed to the po- 
sition he vacates by Collector Spalding. the 
building then being a part of the charge of the 
Collector of Customs. The duties of the As- 
sistant Custodian being light, Mr. Campbell 
often acted as private secretary to the Col- 
lector. Mr. Campbell is a man of means and 
intends going into business for himself. He 
tendered his resignation several days ago, but 
Collector Stone asked him to hold it until he 
could appoint a successor. The salary of the 
position is $150 per month. 

A POINT IN CIVIL-SERVICE AFFAIRS. 

Secretary Henry F. Donovan of the Local 
Board ot Civil-Service Examiners yesterday 
received an official notice from the Civil- 
Service Commission at Washington stating 
that all applicants on any register for the 
postal or customs service who shall have been 
thereon one year or more prior to Nov. 1 shall 
be no longer eligible for appointment from 
such register. It is also held that a pro- 
bationer cannot be subject to an elementary 
examination at the endof his term by any 
officer under whom he has served. The ele- 
mentary examination can only be made pre- 
vious to the appointment. 

The communication aiso states that the Pres- 
ident has approved a decision of the commis- 
sion that there must be an examination for 
weighers and gagers as well as for assistant 
weigbers and gagers in the customs service, 
and that the proper officer to report concern- 
ing the probationary service of the last-named 
officer is the weigher or gager under whom- 
they serve, and not the surveyor. 

SMOKING TOBACCO. 

It so happens that the regulations of the In 
ternal Revenue Department do not allow 
smoking tobacco to be putup in bulk. The 
largest packages allowed by the rules are one 
pound. This rule was not sprung on the man- 
ufacturers until quite a trade had grown up in 
ten and fifty pound packages. To Mr. Farley 
of the Eighth District of Obio belongs the credit 
of the discovery that the manufacturers were 
violating the law in this way. The result of the 
discovery was a prohibitory order, but so many 
manufacturers bad entered into contracts they 
were given until Oct. 10 to close them. The 
Internal Revenue Collector now warns all such 
manufacturers that the time of the extension 
bas and that further violations of the 
ruie will subject them to arrest.

It 
cost $1,467 per pupli for education in District 

No. 8 The township basa bonded indebted- 

ness, all told, of $29,000. This is divided among

One other fact before taking leave of ‘*Town- 
ship 38, Range 13.“ It appears that during che 
school year 1884-'85 only rental was paid for 
the 640 acres of rich school lands which the 
township owns.

But all the eriminal or reckless extravagance

bors in Town 38, Range 14,“ or the officers of 
the last-named town learned extravagant habits 
from the other. fellows is a disputed point. 
That criminal or reckless extravagance has been 
the rule in Loon 38, Range 18,’’ which includes 
Hyde Park, Englewood, and the Stock-Yards 
region—all that territory between Western 
avenue and the lake ana extending down south 
of the city limits to about Ninetieth street in 
South Chicago—is a fact borne out by the 
official statistics as will be shown further on. 
While the amount paid in the township to 
teachers was $134,000 last year the amount 
paid for fuel, and insurance, and janitors’ 
salaries exceeded $48,000! The legal ex- 
penses footed $5,909. In the City of 
Chicago, where over $1,000,000 is 
paid to teachers, the legal expenses 
do not exceed $4.000. The amount paid to 
janitors and engineers is about $70,000, and 
the cost of fuel about $40,000. But Town 38, 
Range 13 is the township of which Mr. Elwood 
M. Jarrett was Treasurer when he defaulted to 
the extent of about $60,000. 

Mr. Jarrétt’s successor 16 Mr. rrederick 
Howard, a young commission merchant doing 
business at the Stook-Yards. He is very highly 
spoken of by the taxpayers of Lake. He has 
tried to put @ veto on extravagance, and has 
gone to the extent of straining the law for that 
purpose, but bis efforts have not been crowned 
with success.

HIRED HELP. 


MORE ABOUT THE SERVANT-GIRL QUES- 
TION. 

Cuicago, Oct. 13.—| Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Will you kindly allow me a little space in 
your paper in which to reply to your editoriais 
of the last two Sundays? One of the annoy- 
ances in connection with the discussion of the 
„ servant-girl question is the opportunity it 


affords the male portion of bumanity to air 


their dense ignorance on the subject of house- 
keeping. What they don’t know about it 
would fill a volume, and what they tnink they 
know would fill a great many. In your issue 
of Oct. 11 is a severe attack upon the daugh- 
ters of wealthy families because they are not 
made to do the kitchen-work, and the state- 
ment is made that t twenty thousand 
young women in Chicago #re utterly incapa- 
bie of doing any kind of housework or sewing. 
I do not believe this is true, nor do I believe 
that the majority of young women bave no 
object in life but to “secure husbands to sup- 
port them in doing nothing.” It is yuite true 
that most young women look forward to being 
married at some time, and I see notumg im- 
proper or unnatural in that (if they look for- 
ward to anything else they are subjected to all 
the ridicule that your sex can beap upon them). 
But most of them marry for love, and the 
great majority in all conditions in life more 
often err in their blind devotion to men than 
in the lack of it. Nor can 1 see the justice in 
complaining because those who can afford it 
give their daughters educational advantages, 
and even if they allow them a great deal of 
time for pleasure and recreation, knowing, as 
they do, how few years lie between them and 
the cares of a household; but that this gives 
rise to the vexations in connection with serv- 
ants 1 most emphaticaily deny. It is the best 
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and their failings. Now, the fact of the matter 


is that four out of five housekeepers have more 
to do than they would think of expecting from 
any one servant, and even the wealthiest por- 
tion, who may hire all the help they need, can- 
not, if they are faithful to their children and 
attend to the legitimate calls upon their 
time, have a great deal of time to waste in 
idleness. I have heard a business-man in 
this city assert that his wife never did any- 
thing unless she just happened to feel like 
t.“ He was not an unkind man, and 

that he bad the best little wife in the worid, 
and that he was quite willing to support her in 
idieness. Further questioning elicited the fact 
that she had five children, did all the family 
sewing, ana kept one servant. Verily he need 
not have begrudged her her leisure. To talk 
of the hiring of servants as if it were a matter 
of choice is ridiculous. Any man who 
can afford to do so wishes to have 
his wife and children well dressed 
and his home comfortably cured for, and for a 
woman to do ali the drudgery of the kitchen 
and accomplish this, and at the same time 
keep berself well enough intormed to be an 
agreeable companion, would be utterly impos- 
sible. It would be just as iair to ask the man 
engaged in the business to sweep his own 
office and deliver his own goods. Moreover, 
there are thousands of women who give all the 
time they can-spare from hovsenold duties to 
church work or some benevolent measure, and 
why sbould not those who can afford it 
have some time for such work, and for recrea- 
tion aswell? The great djfference between 
employing male and female help lies in the 
fact that men have to make a life work of 
whatever they undertake, and can only look 
forward to home and its comforts wnen they 
have made themselves competent, while the 
majority of women who work are constantly 
expecting a home of their own, and long be- 
fore they have had experience enough to 
make themselves very useful their hopes are 
realized and their places are filled by 
other beginners, who make life a burden for 
housekeepers until they, too, are ready to 
marry. Young giris (as well as young boys) 
are all careless and negligent to a greater 
or iess degree, even when they have been 
carefully reared mers how few of our sery- 
ants have been) in babits of cleanliness dnd 
industry, and they do not become steady and 
capable until experien and practice have 
molded and settled their characters. The few 
who attain to this before marriage are in such 
demand that they can easily make their own 
conditions with their employers. This is the 
oat g . no 1 * reached to this 
vexed question. e are always working 
new material.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were tame yester- 
day, except wheat, and that was weak. There was 
less doing on outside account, and the local feeling 
was not adequate to the sustaining of prices in the 
latter, while in other departments there was little 
change, though pork was easier. The news from 
Europe was supposed to be warlike in tone, but it 
was pot felt to be certain that any probable 
mévement there will form a good reason for ex- 
tensive price changes here.* The shipping move- 
ment was far from being a brisk one, and some 
sample lots of grain had to be sold to go to store. 

Provisions were quiet and steadier. Our re- 
ceipts of hogs were large, with 25,000 head ex- 
pected for today, but they were quoted steady at 
the Stock- Yards, and the understanding that there 
is a better English demand for meats caused a 
little more buying at the outset, Hutchinson cov- 
ering some of the pork he had sold the previous 
day. There were also several outside orders to 
buy January tard, but they were freely met by the 
packers, and the later feeling was tame all round 
in sympathy with wheat. Pork sold 2e higher, 
at $9.35 for January, but receded to $9.27 at the 
close. November pork sold se higher, at $8.45, 
and closed at $8.3734, with December at 5c premium. 
March sold at $9.55. Lard sold a shade higher, at 
$6.10 for January and closed at $6.05 bid, with No- 
vember at 7}¢¢ discount and the year at 100 dis- 
count. Octnber was quiet at $6.05@6.10. Ribs sold 
e higher, at $4.80 for January, and closed at 
$4.7734, with November nearly nominal at $5.10, 
and small sales for October at 35.30.

The 
total advance in flour prices is understood to be 
not far from $1.00 per bri from the lowest range of 
six weeks ago. Sales were reported of 1,250 bris 
and 900 sacks, or a total of about 1,880 bris, at $2.75 
@8.25 for low grades and $6,765 for buckwheat. 

Wheat was rather less active, and decidedly 
weaker. It was marked bya waiting attitude on 
the part of many in the trade, as they saw that 
other markets had not responded to the strength 
here and feared that it could not be sustained. The 
British markets were reported firm, with. cargoes 
on passage held higher, but the stocks afloat for 
Europe appeared to be on the increase and consols 
were stronger, which caused the sending of big 
selling orders here at the outset, especially from 
New York. Eidridge, McCormick-Kennet, and 
others, who usually operate on orders from the 
seabord, were selling so heavily as to suggest the 
idea of an avalanche. Baker was the largest 
buyer, and so many small orders on the 
same side were in hand from the West 
that all the offerings found takers, and the market 
really stood up well under a big weight of wheat 
thrown by the longs. Then New York announced 
the posting of 3,000 bu, and prices started up here, 
the local crowd being inclined to bull it, but heavy 
selling was again the rule towards noon, and the 
market became quite weak, with rumors that the 
Armour party was selling out. On the afternoon 
session the news was warlike, but it was also said 
that Woerishoeffer was selling out his October wheat 
in New York, and that this will probably bring out 
most of that here which u yet undelivered.

Sales in almost all 
branches of business show a healthy increase. The 
general hardware trade continues to show some 
improvement and is in excess of that of last year. 
The toy-factories—and there are several large 
ones in this city—are working night and day to n 
orders for the holiday trade. Steel-rails are quot- 
ably $32.00@35.00, according to weight, at the mills, 
anda number of contracts have been made at 
these prices to be delivered early next year. 

It is suggested that the large short selling on this 
market by English speculators, to which we referred 
yesterday, has been done mostly against Califor- 
nia cargoes bought to arrive in British ports. 
They have bought those very freely this year, and 
hedged against the transaction by selling on this 
market because they lost heavily last year by 
standing the whole risk during the terrible decline 
in prices which carried them down to the lowest 
point known in a century. They were all the more 
confident this time on account of the fact that the 
large stock in Chicago has been mostly spring 
wheat, and the crop of that kind of wheat under- 
stood to be a full one, which, it was thought, 
would prevent a rise in sympathy with winter. 

The receipts of wheat estimated for yesterday 
were only 1382 cars at Duluth and 62 cars at St. 
Louis. These quantities are very small, and the 
fact accords with what some partiesin the trade 
have been preaching for a week past—namely: that 
receipts were about to show a sharp falling off, s- 
pecially in the Northwest. If they are falling back 
now the fact will tell next week. 

Two memberships in the Chicago Board of Trade 
have sold this week at $2,600 each, outside. Is is 
not known if they were enveloped in a “cloud,” 
which might easily make a difference of $100 or $200 
in the price obtainable.
